TUJS VHHTHUCTJOff OF TUICIIIN2E. 

It is commonly believed that ordinary 
cooking will destroy trichinas and render 
infested meat innocuous. Without 
doubt, as has been stated in the daily 
press, " the eneapsuled parasites cannot 
survive a certain elevation of tempera- 
ture, and death renders them harmless." 
Is it, however, correct to say that a 
'* completo means of protection is fur- 
nished by the heat incidental to cook- 
*ry ?" Considerable doubt is thrown on 
the statement by M. Vacher, of Paris, 
whoso authority is of considerable 
weight. Ho affirms that tho protection 
given by cooking is quite illusory, and 
that in the thorough cooking of an ordi 
nary joint of meat the temperaturo in 
the center is not sufficient to insure the 
destruction of tho parasite. He took a 
leg of pork of moderate size and boiled 
it thoroughly. A thermometer placed 
within it at a depth of two inches and a 
half registered, after half an hour's boil- 
ing, 86 deg. Fah., after boiling for an 
hour 118 dog,, aftor an hour and a half 
1*9 deg., and after two hours and a 
half, when the joint was thoroughly 
cooked, 1&5 deg. This temperature, M. 
Vacher maintains, is insufficient, and wo 
must remember that at tho center, 
which is still further from the surface 
than the bulb of the thermomoter was 
plsccd, the temperature would not be so 
high.— Lancet.

IMMORAL AND INFIDEL BOOKS. 

Considerable excitement, we think 
quite unnecessarily, lias been occasion- 
ed inlorunto by the recent action of the 
collector of that port, in seizing certain 
publications of an immoral or indecent 
character. As to the legality and pro- 
priety of such a course, there can be 
no question; the law is explicit on the 
point, and this nation is professedly 
Christian in principle. The attempt 
has been made by the Globe to give the 
discussion a political cast, and natur- 
ally in order to make a little political 
capital he condemns the government 
for interfering with the right of free 
discussion, attempting to make it ap- 
pear that the works were suppressed, 
not ou moral grounds, but on theo- 
logical grounds. The answer i>> simply 
this: As wo have said the law U ex- 
plicit, prohibiting tho importation of 
immoral publications, and the liooks 
iu question are full of obscenities. But 
it is urged that if the importation of 
such works is to be stopped, the same 
rule Bhould be applied to other pro- 
ductions which are now freely admit- 
ted through tho customs. The weal; 
nesa of this objection is apparent. We 
admit the difficulty of drawing a line 
sharply and well-defined; yet a line 
must be drawn somewhere. Some of 
our standard works, it is true, contain 
passages which when riven from their 
context seem to convey sentiments 
against which we are contending, but 
when read in connection with their 
context thoy produce a harmonious 
whole and instil valuable lessons of mor- 
ulity. This cannot be said of the works 
under seizure; they are impure from 
end to end. We are not puritanical; 
wo uphold the freest discussion of all 
subjects, when not subversive of the 
foundations of society, as all immorali- 
ty must be; and wo therefore commend 
the Toronto collector for his faithful 
ness in putting in force a law which is 
designed to elevate and not debase. As 
citizens of the commonwealth he has 
our heartiest thanks, and we trust that 
his praisoworthy example will be fol- 
lowed by others occupying similar posi- 
tions in the Dominion.

the dust of tho Colonial office and in a 
new and glossy tile is on his way to 
meet the slippery one and hold loving 
converse how they two may pull the 
wool over tho eyes of British Colum- 
bians. This deputation to England — 
what was its object 1 Tho premier knew 
when he started this hare that no ad van- 
tage waBlikoly tonccrue from it. The lan- 
guage held by the Imperial government 
for years past with reforence to Do- 
minion affairs is that they will not in- 
terfere. The Dominion Government 
had at the time this wild goose chase 
was set on foot, both in public and pri- 
vate, expressed their intention of carry- 
ing out the terms of confederation and 
had made an actual bona fide com- 
mencement of railway construction. 
Th* only complaints which can reason- 
ably be urged now are that the great 
delays which have occurred ought to bo 
a subject of compensation in some way 
or other and the construction of the 
island railway would be one mode of 
compensation as pointed out by Lord 
Carnarvon. The "genial and gifted" 
one has been absent now for many 
months and not one word of the results 
of his mission has ever fallen from the 
lipB of any member of the government, 
and even the organ has maintained u 
masterly silence with the exception of 
vague surmises of the benefits we are 
to oxpect on his arrival. "When the 
general election takes place will the 
public support this expenditure of 
public money '/ Will they sanction a 
policy which had for its end and object 
embroiling us with the Dominion and 
keeping up a disastrous hostility in- 
stead of working with them cordially 
when they show a disposition to meet 
their engagements in an earnest and 
straightforward manner? Sir Charles 
Tupper's visit must have placed the 
government in possession of the true 
sentimentB of the people and he left 
here fully impressed with the fact that 
this mission was not endorse!.' by the 
majority of tho inhabitants, and if any- 
thing could kill the dead this visit 
would have done so, a"nd he doubtless 
appreciated the fact that the people of 
this provinco while willing to co-oper- 
ate with the Dominion Government in 
advancing the great public works of 
the province,yet felt keenly and strong- 
ly on tho subject of the treatment 
they had received in former times and 
had no hesitation in pressing their 
rightful claims upon his notice and 
would do so whenever occasion called 
for it. 

But what the poople want to know 
is what has the "genial and gifted" one 
done? Has ho done anything ? Han 
he hobnobbed with coster's or dukes? 
What has boon his littlo game? Does 
ho return plain Amor or has a gracious 
sovereign laid a toasting fork on hi* 
back and given him a bit of ribbon to 
dazzle the pupils at the public schools ? 
E think that as the public paid the pi- 
per the public are entitled to hear the 
result. Silence leads to the inevitable 
conclusion that exni/iilo nihil fit. *

Liy ;i naval conventionalism thia is tho 
luiino which the Island of Ascension ia en- 
tered in tho Navy List. At one time there 
was a Flora, and when anchored horo the 
island was her storehouse; but though 
tho inodorn representative of that vessel 
is now stationed at the Capo the admiral- 
ty still continue to consider tho island as 
the tonder of the ship which once on a 
timo moored off its rocky shores. Ascen- 
sion is indoed a terrostial man-of-war, in- 
habited by sailors and marines, govern- 
orod by a naval captain and ruled accord- 
ing to tho strictest naval discipline. There 
aro no clocks on tho island — only bells. 
No one gets food, only "ratione," which 
he cooks, not in a kitchen but in a "gal- 
ley," and keeps, not in a pantry, but in a 
"locker." All offenses aro tried by the 
captain on the "quarter-deck" — which 
huppens to be his office — and all lights 
must bo "dowsed" by ton at night. Kroo- 
inen get dinner "uuderweigh, ""swab out" 
tho "cabins" and "holystone" the"decks" 
of tho church and hospital, while so thor- 
oughly is the fiction of Ascension being a 
ship kept up that the population of the is- 
huul are entered in the .Van/ LUt us"crewcf 
the Flora tender" and the oilicors doomed 
to this cinder-heap receive full pay and 
have their days of tribulation counted as 
active service afloat. Ascension has rare- 
ly more than 200 inhabitants and some- 
times as few as 00. But everybody be- 
longs to "the service," the only difference 
between life hero and aboard a man-of- 
war being that society is kept from stag- 
nation by tho presence of tho wives and 
families of tho married men. Every scrap 
of movable and immovable property be- 
longs to tho Admiralty; so that if by any 
chance a stray civilian should be disposed 
to settle in this remote Bpot his first step 
must bo to obtain permission to land and 
to "buy rations 1 " — Family Herald.

Hifla Practice Regulations. 

Wo published on tho 27th the district 
order relative to tho riilo raugo at Clover 
Point; as reference was made to thu regu 
lations for tho use of the range, wo have 
now obtained a copy and publish it also 
for general information. Wo are quite 
satisfied that any irregularities that may 
have given cause for complaint have been 
quite unintentional. The intention evi- 
dently is to live and let live, so that both 
tho public and the volunteers can be ac- 
commodated, and it ia also evident that 
any real cause for complaint will be at 
once examined into and put right. 

Regulations for use of riilo range and 
guidance of caretaker: The range is pro- 
vided for the regular practice of the ac- 
tive militia. When not required for the 
exclusive use of the militia at the annual 
or other regular practico, or fur any au- 
thorised rifle competition, the range will 
be available for voluntary practice nf the 
effective members of the active militia 
and members of any recognized ride as- 
sociation, but the tango regulations are to 
be strictly observed and the senior officer, 
n. c. o. or privato of the active force pre- 
sent will be held responsible for their ob- 
servance by all at practice. In the ab- 
sence of an effective member of tho mili- 
tia, authority will be exercised by the 
senior office bearer of a rifle association 
who may be present. The range will be 
ready for use every day (except Sunday 
whon all practico ia prohibited,) at 2 p.m. , 
but no firing will be permitted until the 
red flags are flying on tho three (lagstaffa 
erected for thia purpose, and overy care is 
to bo used to avoid frightening horses or 
in any way cause risk of accident, and 
competitors will be careful to "ceasefire" 
whilst persona aro passing along the road 
abutting on the range and should also give 
overy assistance to the caretaker in carry- 
ing out his orders. 

Each person desirous of using tho 
range for practice will immediately on ar- 
rival give in his name to the caretaker. 
Markers will be provided (at a charge of 
10 cts. each for a single course of prac- 
tice). S([ .ads told off not exceeding 10 
and regiater keepers appointed under the 
sanction of tho officer in charge. Tho 
names and scores will be entered in tho 
register which i3 in charge of tho care- 
taker.

Crouching down behind ho now 
filled the pockets without number that 
boys, particularly of auch a clasa, carry at 
every possible and impossible part of 
their outfit. About this time one of the 
proprietors happened to come along. 
"Hallo my boy," says ho, " I guess these 
aro fine nuts, aren't thoyf " Oh, capi- 
tal," replied tho hoodlum, "would you 
like a few?" "Yea, let's try them," 
Handful after handful was transferred 
from the boy'shands to the owner's pockets 
with the greatest possible liberality and dis- 
patch till they would hold no more, after 
which tho cruel grocoryman invited the 
youngster into the store and obliged him 
to disgorge all tho nuts he had so adroitly 
appropriated. Not content with thia ho 
read the juvenile a severe lecture on 
what he had been doing and even went so 
far as to refer him to tho Victoria chain- 
gang, and to atato that he was graduating 
for t that particulcr institution. Ho was 
further rocoinmended to note this com- 
pany next time he saw them and to think 
that in a few years, if lie continued in 
such evil practices, ho would bo wearing 
a ball and chain and doing duty under 
major Trunin. With a few more such 
wholesome admonitions the juvenile of- 
fender was allowed to depart to philoso- 
phize on the hardheartcdness of grocers 
in general and this one in particular. 

Nanaimo. 



The impression still prevails in the 
Royal City that tho sloop lost near En- 
trance Island was one belonging to that 
city. The brothers of one of the men 
supposed to bo drowned has been making 
an effort to discover some traces of the 
ill-fated sloop and its occupants. Mr. 
Robt. Gray (Entrance Island lightkooper) 
and Pilot Sabiston have made diligont 
search in the bays and on tho beach in 
the vicinity of Entrance Island, but did 
not find a vestigo of the wreck or of thoso 
prosumed to have found a watery grave. 

Mr, John Ross, a wealthy Canadian 
contractor, during the past week has boon 
inspecting the different objective points 
of the route of the proposed Island rail- 
way with the view of tendering for the 
construction of the line. He has beon 
over the surveyed route of the Port 
Moody and Emory aection of the C.P.R., 
with a similar object. Several other pro- 
minent railway contractors have repre- 
sentatives inspecting the route from 
Emory to tidal water. 

We have received a reminder from Co- 
mox that tho time has expired for which 
it was publicly stated that the steamer 
Wilson G. Hunt would be withdrawn 
from the mute. It is further claimed 
that the Cariboo Fly is a good summer 
boat but that alio does not inspire the 
necessary confidence to induce settlors to 
travel up and down the Gulf during the 
winter months. The steamer Cariboo 
Fly has so far been extremely fortunate 
in the matter of weather on her sailing 
days, but with tho beginning of noxt 
month wo must oxpect to get tho com- 
mencomont of rough winter weather. 
Tho Cariboo Fly is not the boat for 
the winter months, and it is to be 
hoped that Mr. Spratt will return the 
Hunt to the routo within the next week 
or two. He will be studying tho require- 
ments of the service and his own interests 
by doing so. 

We understand that Rev. Mr. Clarke, 
from Canada, has been appointed to the 
rectorship of St. Paul's Episcopal church 
in this city. A short timo ago it was an- 
nounced that tho Rev. Mr. Hicks was 
coining out from England to fill that pul- 
pit but a change has been made in the ar- 
rangements.

The barque Black Diamond leavea for 
China this morning with a cargo of lum- 
ber. 

A novel ease has just been decided and 
passed upon in tho United States District 
Court, at San Francisco, Judge Hoffman 
presiding. It appears that tho captain of 
the ship Fanny Tucker was rather above 
the average sea captain in point of morals 
and made it rule "that there should be no 
swearing on board of his craft." The 
second mate, Henry Southwood, did not 
consider that the rule applied to the 
ship's officers, and persisted in using pro- 
fane language toward the crew. The cap- 
tain rebuked him at first, and told him 
that the rule was as imperative in his 
ease its in that of the humblest tar in tho 
forecastle. The mate still continued in 
disobeying tho order, and upon the ship's 
arrival in this port tho captain had the 
mate arrested for disobedience of orders 
at sea. He was severally examined by 
the Commissioner, tho Grand Jury and 
tho Court above referred to, and there- 
upon convicted. Judge Hoffman, in pro- 
nouncing sentence, rebuked tho prisoner 
severely and complimented tho captain 
on his endeavor to raise the standard of 
morality of our merchant marine service, 
and added that in his opinion tho princi- 
pal reason why our Bailors aro such a hard 
sot of fellows generally is, that they aro 
treated more like brutes on shipboard 
than liko men. The mate ia serving out 
a sentence of twenty days in the Alameda 
county jail.

Lay Froachors in tho Ohurcn of Eng- 
land. 

To the EDlTOlt: — I dare say you 
have noticed that all religious bodies in 
England and America have manifested 
great interest in the proceedings of the 
Methodist .Ecumenical Council recent- 
ly held in London. The Episcopal and 
Romish churches, although differing on 
many points, were of one mind in 
ignoring and holding in supremo con- 
tempt all nonconformist bodies, but the 
time has arrived when adheranco to 
such narrow views would be utter 
folly, and tho nonrecognition of the 
work going on in their midst would be 
an unhealthy Minding of conscience. 
The usefulness, strength, and spiritual 
work of the Methodist chureh has 
made itself felt and recognized, and 
many eminent divines of the church of 
England have acknowledged in a broad 
and noble spirit the Christian enorgy 
of a church which has spread its 
branches so wide, and taken such deep 
root in the two great English speaking 
nations — England and America. 

The responsibility cast upon Metho- 
dist laymen has quickened their inter- 
est and greatly helped forward the 
work of the church, and renders its 
foundation impregnable, and although 
we find young curates and some Epis- 
copal ministers whoso education is on a 
par with their common sense, ignoring 
the progress and Christian usefulness 
of nonconformists (likening themselves 
to the ".Jews who had no dealings with 
the Samaritians"), yet there are many 
eminent Episcopalians who have a pro- 
per appreciation of their merits. 

Our Lord spoke kindly to the wo- 
man of Samaria and offered her the 
highest boon — "the water of life." The 
"promise" was not to any sect or 
church, but to all who repented and 
believed. 

All honor to tho Venerable Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury who not too 
proud, not blinded by arrogance, ac- 
knowledges freely that the success of 
the Methodist church is in a large de- 
gree to b>! attributed to Cod fearing, 
and intelligent lay-preachers. Nor is 
the head of the church which cast out 
Wesley for irregularities too proud to 
take example from what is wise and 
usoful in the working of tho church 
which claims that departed divine as 
its founder. 

We find the Archbishop, and tho 
Bishop of the Province of Canterbury 
and the Bishop of London determined 
to make use of laymen and laypreachers 
who are to occupy distinct positions in 
the Episcopal church, and have different 
districts alloted for their supervision, 
and gospel teachings. 

This should be a lesson to some of 
our clergy who aro proffered up with 
arrogance and unwarrantable pride, 
and despise laymen and look on them 
only as machines to find money. This 
should teaoh such men to descend from 
their pinnacle of self exaltation and 
mingle with flesh and blood like them- 
selves, and instead of standing aloof, 
wrapt in a mantle of self-conferred 
special privileges let them come out 
and co-operate with other Christian 
bodies for the spread of truth. Ono of 
the many benefits hoped for, and looked 
for, from the revision of the New Tes- 
tament is a more tolerant and Chris- 
tian spiritand greater harmony between 
the different Protestant denominations. 
The fact that for years Episcopalians, 
and nonconformists, have sat side by 
side revising the scripture, has engen- 
dered a more Christian and liberal 
spirit, and brought forth feelings of 
mutual respect, the nonconformists 
proving themselves not a whit behind 
their Episcopal brethren in scholarly 
attainments, erudition and godliness, 
and the prayer and hope is that tho 
right hand of fellowship may be ex- 
tended by each Christian body to the 
other. N'o one church can now hope 
to substantiate its claim to bo the sole 
custodian and expositor of truth. 
Learning is not confined to one church 
no more than tho "promises" are to 
come to mankind through one church. 
Therefore let all holding the samo creed 
work together, still adhering, if they 
will, to their different forms. At tho 
present time in England many Bishops 
ami eminent ministers are inculcating 
tolerance and brotherly love among 
churches, and I am informed that not 
many Sundays ago the Bishop of Co- 
lumbia preached a sermon breathing 
the same spirit of fellowship and good 
will towards other denominations. If 
this be true I am glad to hoar it and I 
beg to congratulate the Bishop on his 
improved state of mind, and lot us 
hone that he will practice what ho 
preaches by co-operating with other 
bodies for the good of the community;

TURKEY. 
Odessa, Nov. 2(1.— The anti-Jew 
mob stoned Sara Oernhardt's carriage 
as she was driving home from tho 
theatre on grounds that she was Jew- 
ish descendant. They also stoned her 
hotel and stopped performance at the 
theatre. 

IRELAND. 
CoitK, Nov. 26.-- -A party of armed 
men recently entered a house of a wo- 
man named Kenans near Bestesivel, 
county Kerry, for the purpose of shoot- 
ing her because she had given informa- 
tion to the populace. The children 
threw themselves upon their mother in 
terror and one of them received a 
charge of shot in tho legs. The party 
then left the house after making the 
mother swear under threats of death 
not to divulge the occurrence. Six 
persons have been arrested under sus- 
picion of being concerned in the out- 
rage. 

Dublin*, Nov. '2b. — In county Clare 
one house was fired into last week, of 
which outrage no reports were pub- 
lished. 

Resistance to pay rent is not in the 
least abated, but rather increased. 

LONDON, Nov. 28.— The house of 
two persons who had paid rent was 
wilfully burned at Knockasle last 
evening. 

Buttersfield land league organizer for 
counties Down and Armagh was ar- 
rosted to-day. 

A party of armed men forced en- 
trance into the house of a farmer 
named O'Keefo near Mill street, 
county Cork, and fired several shots at 
the occupant, wounding him because 
he had paid his rent.

ENGLAND. 
Londov, Nov. 36.— About 10 per- 
sons injured in the late gale are being 
treated in the London hospitals.

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Nov. 2G. — Sirs. Sco- 
ville was asked if she had ever before 
been upon the witness stand? She re- 
plied with much emphasis "no," and I 
am no lawyer either. Mrs. Scovillo's 
examination was concluded. Cross ex- 
amination was postponed to allow Gov. 
Burroughs of Chicago to testify, as ho 
desired to leave to-day. This witness 
boarded with Scovjllo at the timo of 
Guiteau's visit in 1878, and made up 
his mind that the prisoner was a fool 
or crazy. He was satisfied that Gui- 
teau was unsettled, There was a brief 
interval before the noxt witness ap- 
peared and Guiteau took advantage of 
the opportunity and broke out with 
"I desire to tell the crank newspaper 
men I appear here as my own counsel 
and that is my answer to all the silly 
stuff they have been delivering them- 
selves of for some days past. Some of 
these newspaper men have gone craze. 
I appear hero in part as my own coun- 
sel, as I have a right to under the law 
and constitution of America. No ef- 
fort was made to check Guiteau and 
no notice whatever of interruption was 
taken by the court. 

Washington, Nov. 28. — A corres- 
pondent; interviewed Guiteau. Yon see 
tlio papers. I want to know have you 
noticed some of them saying you are 
endeavoring to feign insanity by your 
actions in court? Yes, replied Guiteau, 
1 see some of them have said so. They 
are all wrong. They don't understand 
this extraordinary case at all. I am 
not only defendant but appear as my 
otrn counsel as well, and its only pro- 
per for me to see that we arrive at the 
truthf that is all ] want. 1 am not 
insane. I am just as sane as you are. 
I am not pretending insanity because T 
am only trying to get at the truth. 
Was it the Diety or myself who was 
responsible for the shot ? I should not 
think you would be so anxious to get 
at the truth as to save your neck. Sup- 
pose you should be found guilty and be 
sentenced to be hanged '/ We have not 
reached that point, replied Guiteau. Well 
it may not be far of. The Lord lias saved 
my life ao far. I am in his hands. I 
will bo in tho lecture hold within a year 
and will have §50,000. Then 1 will pay 
all these little debts I owe. Suppose the 
jury should find you .insane. Then I 
should be taken to an insane asylum, I 
suppose, until I get out. I suppose if 
they convict me I would get a new trial. 
I don't' know but we will take care of it 
when wo get to it. He spoko as lightly 
as though he was discussing the case of a 
Russian nihilist whom he had never seon 
and in whom ho felt no particular inter- 
est. You claim then that you are sane ? 
I do, ho said. With his idiot like smile 
in a certain sense I was insane when I 
fired the shot, because I was not a free 
agent and did not commit the act of my 
own will. I was impelled to it by powers 
over which I had no control, and there- 
fore was not responsible in that sense. I 
was insane. All I want is the truth to bo 
brought out and that is why I make these 
corrections as the trial procoeds. Will 
you take the stand or address the. jury ? I 
may address the jury. I shall certainly 
take tho stand and testify the truth. 
Whon do you go. on ! That is. in Scovill's 
hands. I think though I shall come on 
just before I expect to make my states- 
Went.
